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THOMAS  A.  YAWKEY,,.,, 


As  Tom  Yawkey  moves  into  his  38th 
year  of  ownership  of  the  Red  Sox, 
it  would  seem  most  natural  that  he 
might  want  to  reminisce  about  the 
progression  which  has  brought  the 
troubled,  insecure  franchise  he  pur¬ 
chased  in  1933  to  its  1972  position 
as  one  of  the  most  solid  professional 
sports  operations  in  the  nation. 

It  would  also  seem  quite  natural  if 
his  thoughts  might  dwell  on  some 
of  the  famous  names  who  have 
worn  Red  Sox  flannels  through  the 
last  37  years  —  Grove,  Foxx,  Cronin, 
Williams,  Doerr,  DiMaggio,  Pesky, 
Parnell,  Jensen,  Malzone,  and  more 
recently,  Radatz,  Yastrzemski, 

Smith,  Culp  and  Siebert. 

What  is  much  more  likely,  however, 
is  that  Mr.  Yawkey  after  briefly 
dwelling  on  the  past,  will  be  much 
more  concerned  about  how  new¬ 
comers  like  Marty  Pattin,  Tommy 
Harper  and  Lew  Krausse  will  help 
close  the  gap  on  the  Orioles.  He  will 
be  speculating  about  which  of  the 
rookies,  the  exciting  Kasko’s  Kids 
of  last  September,  will  make  the 
club  in  1972. 

Looking  to  the  future  of  baseball 
generally,  and  the  Red  Sox  in  par¬ 
ticular,  has  been  a  Yawkey  habit  in 
ail  of  the  past  37  years,  but  his  basic 
interest  in  the  game  goes  back  over 
a  half  century  when  as  a  youngster 
in  Detroit,  where  he  was  born  in 


February,  1903,  he  had  the  oppor¬ 
tunity  to  watch  such  great  stars  as 
Ty  Cobb,  Sam  Crawford  and  others 
perform  for  the  Tigers,  who  were 
owned  by  his  uncle  and  foster- 
father,  William  Hoover  Yawkey. 
Later  he  played  baseball  at  Irving 
School  and  at  Yale,  as  a  student  at 
the  Sheffield  Scientific  School,  and 
it  was  after  a  meeting  with  another 
Irving  School  alumnus,  the  immortal 
Eddie  Collins,  that  T.  A.  decided  to 
buy  the  Red  Sox,  provided  Collins 
came  along  as  general  manager. 

In  his  early  days  of  ownership, 
Yawkey  and  Collins  went  to  work 
and  bought  such  stars  as  Lefty 
Grove,  Jimmy  Foxx  and  Joe  Cronin 
and  the  Red  Sox  started  moving  up 
the  ladder.  The  club  didn’t  get  all 
the  way  to  the  top  of  the  American 
League  until  1946  with  Ted  Williams 
leading  the  way,  but  then  came 
disappointing  close  finishes  in  1948 
and  1949. 

In  the  early  50’s,  another  tactic  was 
attempted  . . .  spending  heavily  on 
youngsters  to  shoot  for  the  top 
again  ...  but  when  it  became 
obvious  the  system  didn’t  work, 
it  was  time  for  reorganization. 

The  scouting  system  was  revamped 
in  1960.  The  front  office  was  grad¬ 
ually  reorganized  through  the  early 
60’s  and  finally  paid  off  with  the 
“Impossible  Dream”  pennant  of 


1967,  and  the  reorganizing  look  to 
the  future  continues  in  search  of 
another  pennant  and  a  World  Cham¬ 
pionship. 

Fenway  Park,  despite  its  age,  con¬ 
tinues  to  be  one  of  the  showplaces 
of  baseball,  and  easily  the  most 
exciting  park  in  the  game,  with  the 
fans  close  to  the  action,  knowing 
that  no  lead  is  safe  because  of  the 
famous  left  field  wall.  Again  in  1 971 , 
in  the  smallest  park  in  the  country, 
the  Red  Sox  led  the  league  in 
attendance  and  the  figures  show 
that  close  to  nine  million  fans  have 
poured  into  Fenway  in  the  last  five 
years.  All  of  this  because  of  Tom 
Yawkey’s  insistence  that  the  fans  of 
New  England  deserve  the  best  pos¬ 
sible  accommodations  and  exciting 
action. 

Through  the  years,  closely  allied 
with  his  baseball  interests,  has  been 
Yawkey’s  untiring  efforts  to  help  in 
the  fight  against  cancer  in  little 
children.  As  president  of  the  “Jimmy 
Fund”,  the  popular  name  of  the 
Children’s  Cancer  Research  Foun¬ 
dation  of  Boston,  he  has  helped  to 
raise  millions  of  dollars  for  this 
great  cause. 

It  all  adds  up  to  the  fact  that  the 
number  one  sportsman  in  the  num¬ 
ber  one  sports  area  of  the  nation, 
New  England,  is  still  Tom  Yawkey.

Richard  H.  O’Connell 

Executive  Vice-President-General  Manager 

Dick  O’Connell,  the  behind-the-scenes 
director  of  the  1967  Red  Sox  pennant, 
after  becoming  general  manager  in 
1965,  is  now  in  his  26th  year  as  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  Red  Sox  organization. 

He  joined  the  club  as  business  manager 
of  the  Lynn  Red  Sox  of  the  New  England 
League,  directly  following  service  as  a 
Naval  Intelligence  officer  in  the  Pacific 
area  in  World  War  II. 

Through  the  years  he  has  served  also 
as  home  secretary  of  the  Red  Sox  in 
1949  —  director  of  park  operations  in 
1951  —  executive  vice-president  of 
business  operations  in  1960,  and  took 
overall  charge  of  the  organization  in 
1965. 

Since  1965,  he  has  earned  a  reputation 
as  one  of  the  game’s  most  astute  trad¬ 
ers.  His  mid-season  acquisitions  of  Gary 
Bell,  Jerry  Adair  and  Elston  Howard  on 
the  way  to  a  pennant  made  him  the 
major  league  Executive  of  the  Year  in 
1967.  More  recently  the  deals  which 
brought  Ray  Culp,  Sonny  Siebert,  Gary 
Peters,  Luis  Aparicio,  Doug  Griffin  and 
this  year,  Marty  Pattin,  Tommy  Harper 
and  Lew  Krausse  to  the  Red  Sox  have 
made  him  one  of  the  busiest  men  in  the 
baseball  trade  marts.  With  O’Connell 
around,  there  is  no  danger  that  the  Red 
Sox  can  ever  again  be  accused  of  being 
a  stand-pat  club. 

Dick  was  born  in  Winthrop,  Mass,  on 
September  19,  1914.  He  earned  both  a 
Bachelor’s  and  Master’s  degrees  from 
Boston  College,  where  he  played  both 
football  and  baseball,  and  later  served 


as  a  prep  school  teacher-coach  in  New 
Hampshire  before  his  Navy  service  in 
World  War  II.  Married,  with  three  chil¬ 
dren,  he  resides  in  Belmont,  Mass. 

Haywood  C.  Sullivan 

Vice-President,  Player  Personnel 

“Sully”  rejoined  the  Red  Sox  in  Novem¬ 
ber,  1965,  after  originally  signing  with 
the  club  in  1952  off  the  campus  of 
Florida  University  as  a  very  promising 
catcher.  He  chose  baseball,  even  though 
he  was  rated  an  outstanding  pro  pros¬ 
pect  as  a  quarterback.  Some  of  the 
passing  records  he  set  at  Florida  have 
only  recently  been  broken.  Earlier  he 
had  starred  in  all  sports  at  Dothan, 
Alabama  High  School. 

Born  in  Donalsonville,  Georgia  on 
December  15,  1930,  his  professional 
playing  career  was  cut  short  because  of 
a  slipped  disc  incurred  while  with  the 
Red  Sox  in  1958.  When  he  stopped 
playing  actively  with  Kansas  City  in 
1963,  he  managed  in  their  farm  system 
in  1964  and  took  over  the  Athletics  as 
manager  in  mid-1965.  Charles  O.  Finley 
released  him  from  his  contract  to  accept 
the  front  office  position  with  the  Red 
Sox.  One  of  the  best-liked  men  in  the 
game,  he  and  his  wife  and  three  children 
reside  in  Canton,  Mass. 

John  F.  Donovan,  Jr. 

Vice  President —  Legal  Affairs 

John’s  association  with  the  Red  Sox 
began  as  a  clubhouse  attendant  and  bat 
boy  with  the  American  League  pennant 


winners  of  1946.  Through  later  years 
as  a  student  at  Holy  Cross  College  and 
Boston  College  Law  School,  he  worked 
in  the  Red  Sox  ticket  offices  during  the 
summer. 

He  was  elected  to  the  Massachusetts 
General  Court  in  1963  and  served  till 
1968,  when  he  joined  the  Red  Sox  front 
office  to  handle  legal  affairs  for  the  club 
as  a  member  of  both  the  Massachusetts 
and  Federal  Bars.  Born  in  Chelsea, 
Mass,  on  August  21,  1931,  he  still  re¬ 
sides  there  with  his  wife  and  four 
children. 

John  P.  Alevizos 

Vice  President  —  Administration 

He  is  in  his  third  year  of  association 
with  the  Red  Sox  after  a  successful 
career  as  Professor  of  Marketing  at 
Boston  University  and  long  experience 
as  a  management  consultant  and  real 
estate  developer. 

John  was  the  owner  and  general  man¬ 
ager  of  the  Manchester  Yankees  of  the 
Eastern  League  before  coming  to 
Boston,  and  the  new  Red  Sox  minor 
league  complex  in  Winter  Haven  is  the 
product  of  his  imagination  and  hard 
work. 

He  played  briefly  in  the  St.  Louis 
Cardinals  farm  system  before  graduat¬ 
ing  from  Boston  University.  He  resides 
with  his  wife  and  three  children  in 
Waban,  Mass. 
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KASKO 

Edward  Michael  (Eddie) 

Born:  June  27,  1931 ,  Linden,  N.  J.  Ht.:  6';  Wt.  185  lbs.  Brown  eyes, 
Brown  hair.  Bats  and  Throws:  Right.  Home,  Richmond,  Va.  Married 
Catherine  Bache,  February  15,  1958.  Children:  Michael  8/10/59, 

James  4/30/63.  Acquired  by  Red  Sox,  April  3,  1966  tor  Felix  Mantilla 
from  Houston. 

This  is  Eddie’s  third  season  directing  the  Red  Sox  fortunes 
after  third  place  finishes  in  the  American  League  East 
in  1970  and  1971.  In  both  years,  the  Red  Sox  challenged 
early  but  didn’t  have  the  staying  power  tomatch  the 
Orioles.  Kasko  managed  three  seasons  in  triple  A  baseball 
in  the  Red  Sox  farm  system  before  he  succeeded  Dick 
Williams  in  Boston.  He  finished  sixth  with  Toronto  in 


1967,  sixth  with  Louisville  in  1968  and  second  with 
Louisville  in  1969. 

He  accepted  the  Red  Sox  minor  league  managing  position 
after  a  ten-year  major  league  career  with  the  Cardinals, 
Reds,  Astros  and  Red  Sox,  highlighted  as  Cincinnati’s 
Most  Valuable  Player  in  1960,  a  member  of  the  Reds 
pennant  winning  team  in  1961,  and  Houston’s  first  captain 
in  1965. 

Eddie  became  a  professional  player  with  Baltimore  of  the 
International  League  in  1949  after  graduating  from  high 
school  in  New  Jersey.  After  six  minor  league  seasons, 
interrupted  by  two  years  as  a  combat  engineer  in  the  Army 
he  came  to  the  big  leagues  with  the  Cardinals  in  1957.

Children:  Carole  4/7/43,  Terry  7/22/45,  Ricky  9/15/52, 
Randy  8/8/54,  Sherry  9/10/57. 

“Pop”  is  in  his  sixth  season  as  the  Red  Sox  third  base 
coach,  after  spending  over  30  years  in  the  Red  Sox  minor 
league  system  as  second  baseman,  scout,  manager  and 
coach.  In  his  21  years  as  a  minor  league  manager,  his 
clubs  finished  out  of  the  first  division  in  all  leagues  only 
seven  times  and  he  led  four  pennant  winners,  the  latest  in 
1965  when  he  managed  Pittsfield  to  the  Eastern  League 
title.  He  also  managed  the  Red  Sox  team  in  the  Florida 
Instructional  League  for  several  years  before  accepting  the 
major  league  coaching  position.  Prior  to  becoming  a 
professional,  he  was  a  member  of  the  famed  touring 
“House  of  David”  bearded  team  of  the  early  1930's.

This  is  Don’s  third  year  as  Red  Sox  first  base  coach  and 
batting  instructor,  after  serving  as  a  scout  for  the  club  in 
Missouri,  Illinois  and  Iowa  and  a  special  minor  league 
spring  training  instructor  for  many  years.  A  Navy  veteran 
of  World  War  II,  he  played  five  major  league  seasons  as 
an  outfielder,  first  baseman  and  third  baseman  with  the 
St.  Louis  Browns,  White  Sox,  Red  Sox  and  Tigers  before 
becoming  a  scout  in  1957.

One  of  four  baseball-playing  sons  of  former  major  league 
star  Dolph  Camilli,  Doug  is  back  for  his  third  year  as 
bullpen  coach.  He  came  to  Boston  after  an  eight-year 
major  league  career  with  the  Dodgers  and  Washington, 
and  two  seasons  as  Senators’  bullpen  coach.  The  highlight 
of  his  five-year  career  with  the  Dodgers  was  catching 
Sandy  Koufax  in  one  of  his  four  no-hitters,  vs.  Philadelphia 
on  June  4,  1964.

“Stinger”  takes  over  this  year  because  last  year’s  pitching 
coach,  Harvey  Haddix,  reluctantly  resigned  of  personal 
and  family  reasons.  Lee  becomes  the  fourth  pitching 
leader  for  the  Red  Sox  in  the  last  four  years. 

Lee  pitched  10  years  in  the  major  leagues  with  the  Twins, 
the  Indians,  the  Red  Sox  and  White  Sox,  and  last  year 
served  as  a  Red  Sox  minor  league  pitching  instructor.

Ken  is  now  in  his  seventh  season  as 
the  leader  of  the  Red  Sox  broad¬ 
casting  crew.  He  returned  to  his 
home  area  in  1966  to  replace  Curt 
Gowdy,  after  14  years  with  the 
Cleveland  Browns  and  10  with  the 
Cleveland  Indians. 

A  native  of  Quincy,  Mass.,  he  broke 
into  broadcasting  in  Rutland,  Ver¬ 
mont,  after  attending  Curry  College. 
Later  with  experience  in  Quincy  and 
Worcester,  Mass.,  including  play 
by  play  football  at  Boston  University, 
he  broke  into  the  major  leagues  of 
broadcasting  on  the  Cleveland 
Browns  radio  network  in  the  early 
1950’s. 

Ken  is  the  sports  director  of  WHDH 
in  Boston,  with  a  daily  sports  show, 
and  also  handles  Harvard  University 
football  in  the  fall. 

Married  with  five  children,  he  makes 
his  home  in  Cohasset,  Mass. 


Ned  joined  Curt  Gowdy  and  the  Red 
Sox  broadcasting  crew  in  1961, 
after  winning  an  audition,  and  fol¬ 
lowing  considerable  broadcasting 
experience  in  Charleston,  West 
Virginia. 

Born  in  Philadelphia,  he  was  an 
outstanding  swimmer  at  Duke 
University,  where  he  also  played 
baseball,  before  World  War  II  ser¬ 
vice  with  the  U.  S.  Marines.  He 
entered  the  radio  field  after  a  short 
stint  in  advertising. 

Along  with  his  Red  Sox  broadcasts, 
he  is  well  known  throughout  New 
England  for  his  play  by  play  of 
Dartmouth  College  football,  and  his 
broadcasting  of  winter  sports  events 
in  northern  New  York  and  New 
England. 

Noted  for  his  light  touch  at  the  mike, 
he  resides  with  his  wife  and  three 
children  in  Wellesley. 


Johnny  Pesky 

Back  for  his  fourth  year  as  the  color 
commentator  on  Red  Sox  games, 
Johnny  continues  to  add  to  his 
popularity  as  one  of  the  all  time 
favorite  Red  Sox  players. 

He  entered  broadcasting  after  a 
long  and  successful  career  as 
player,  coach  and  manager.  He 
broke  in  with  the  Red  Sox  in  1942, 
and  was  runnerup  to  Joe  Cronin  as 
the  “Greatest  All  Time  Red  Sox 
Shortstop”  a  few  years  ago.  He 
finished  his  active  playing  career 
with  Washington  in  1954,  then 
served  as  player-coach  under  Ralph 
Houk'at  Denver  in  1955.  He  man¬ 
aged  in  the  Detroit  Tiger  farm  sys¬ 
tem  from  1956  through  1960,  and 
came  back  to  the  Red  Sox  as  triple 
A  manager  in  1961  and  1962,  and 
finally  managed  the  Red  Sox  in 
1963  and  1964. 

He  was  a  coach  and  minor  league 
manager  of  the  Pittsburgh  Pirates 
before  joining  the  broadcasting 
crew.  A  native  of  Portland,  Oregon, 
but  a  long  time  resident  of  Greater 
Boston,  he  served  in  the  Navy  Air 
Arm  during  World  War  II.  He  and  his 
wife  and  son  reside  in  Swampscott. 

Al  Walker 

Al  is  the  real  veteran  of  Red  Sox 
broadcasting  in  his  20th  straight  year 
as  engineer.  During  that  stretch  only  the 
death  of  his  mother  and  a  union  strike 
has  kept  him  from  his  posi,  and  he  has 
engineered  over  3,000  Red  Sox  games, 
home  and  away.  Through  the  years,  he 
was  also  number  one  engineer  for  many 
years  with  the  Boston  Bruins  and 
Celtics.  Sometimes  known  as  the 
“Cookie  Monster,”  he  resides  with  his 
wife  and  daughter  in  Methuen.

Red  Sox  press  coverage  has  been  the  envy  of  other 
major  league  clubs  for  a  long  time  as  the  press  box  at 
Fenway  is  filled  daily  for  all  home  games.

An  11-year  veteran  now,  and  one  of  baseball’s  super- 
stars,  Yaz  is  determined  to  come  back  from  his  poorest 
season  of  1971.  Hampered  by  a  hand  injury  that  never 
completely  healed,  he  dropped  off  from  his  best  season 
to  his  worst  with  the  bat,  but  still  won  his  sixth  Gold 
Glove  as  the  best  left  fielder  in  the  game.  He  also  set 
a  major  league  record  for  outfielders  as  his  16  assists 
topped  the  A.  L.  in  that  category  for  an  unprecedented 
sixth  time. 

A  three-time  batting  champion  and  MVP  in  1967  when 
he  led  the  Red  Sox  to  the  “Impossible  Dream”  pennant, 
his  106  walks  in  1971  were  second  only  to  Killebrew, 
and  his  454  walks  in  the  last  four  years  are  high  for  the 
league,  another  indicator  of  the  respect  he  commands 
from  rival  pitchers. 

An  infielder  in  high  school,  Yaz  signed  with  the  Red 
Sox  after  his  freshman  year  at  Notre  Dame,  and  later 
earned  his  degree  from  Merrimack  College  in  Massa¬ 
chusetts.  Despite  his  other  off-season  commitments  as 
an  associate  in  a  Boston  investing  firm,  director  of  a 
bank,  and  operating  his  own  automobile  dealership,  he 
still  found  considerable  time  to  spend  on  drug  education 
work  in  schools  in  New  England.

Pictured  above  are  most  of  the  men  who  spend  12 
months  a  year  watching  young  baseball  talent  across  the 
nation,  scouting  and  analyzing  potential  Red  Sox  stars. 
Scouting  has  always  been  one  of  the  most  difficult  jobs 
in  professional  baseball,  and  it  has  been  much  more 
difficult  in  recent  years  because  of  the  war  in  Vietnam 
and  the  introduction  of  the  free  agent  draft  in  1965. 

Unlike  scouting  for  professional  football  and  basketball, 
where  the  colleges  provide  the  well  known  talented 
players  for  drafting,  these  men  are  constantly  checking 
on  younger  talent  in  high  school,  sandlot,  youth  league 
baseball  looking  for  the  basic  skills  of  running,  hitting 
and  throwing,  and  desire  and  attitude,  trying  to 
determine  if  a  young  man  can  be  developed  into  a 
major  leaguer. 

It  has  been  variously  estimated  that  it  costs  from 
$250,000  to  $350,000  to  develop  an  established  major 
league  player,  a  player  who  comes  to  stay  for  a  period 
of  time  in  the  big  leagues. 

Included  in  those  costs  are  salaries,  bonuses,  adminis¬ 
trative  expenses,  the  operation  of  the  five  minor  league 
clubs  listed  here,  and  of  course  the  costs  for  the  many 
who  do  not  make  the  major  leagues  in  relation  to  those 
that  do. 

Youngsters  fortunate  enough  to  be  signed  by  the  Red 
Sox  know  that  they  will  get  special  and  individual 
coaching  all  the  way  up  the  ladder  on  the  way  to 
Fenway  Park,  and  every  step  of  the  way  their  talents 
will  be  carefully  evaluated  by  their  managers  and 
coaches  at  the  annual  Fall  meetings  established  by 
Neil  Mahoney  several  years  ago. 

The  arrival  of  the  exciting  Kasko’s  Kids  in  September, 
1971  is  a  tribute  to  the  men  shown  above  and  to  the 
organization  which  is  recognized  in  baseball  of  having 
a  very  large  share  of  the  best  young  talent  in  the  game 
headed  for  Fenway  Park  and  major  league  stardom.
